classics. At the same meeting terms of affiliation offered by the 
Classical Association of the Middle West and South were accepted.

as managing editor for the Pacific States, Professor Herbert C. 
Nutting, of the University of California; as associate editors, Miss 
Bertha Green, of the Hollywood High School, Los Angeles, and 
Miss Juliana Roller, of the Franklin High School, Portland. 

The terms of affiliation entered into by the Classical Association 
of the Middle West and the Classical Association of the Pacific 
States are identical with the original terms of affiliation with the 
Classical Association of New England. We most cordially wel- 
come this new accession to our ranks, and may all congratulate 
ourselves that now the entire classical interests of the country are 
completely organized and firmly bound together. The Journal 
has already received helpful contributions from Professors Nutting, 
Fairclough, and others of the Pacific Coast, and we look forward 
to active co-operation with these our new allies.
